His own opinion 
Is that it does, but many of his neigh- 
bors do not agree v,-ith him. 
'It Is perhaps sufficient for the editors 
to say that taey do not dehorn th^ 
bulls on their farms. They omit to do 
so perhaps out of supei abundant cau- 
tion. If dehorning accomplishes what 
Its advocates claim for it, modifying to 
a greater or less extent tho aggressive 
nature of tho animal; if it lessens his 
confidence in his own masterfulness, if 
it breaks his spirit, TVC v.ould say it 
follows almost of necessity that it will 
to a greater or lees degree diminish his 
prepotency. 


We also bar* very considerable doubt 


•whether the removing' of horns mini- 
mizes in auf considerable degree the 
danger incident to handling the ani- 
mal, 
more especially if It tends to be- 


get a greater degree of carelessness on 
the part of tbe herdsman. The only 
safe way to manage bulls is to never 
give them an opportunity to ahow their 
power and strength.

Many of the tea Jackets have narrow

Beading is put on others, and 
these are of steel or gilt, sometimes of 
pearls and again of coral or turquoises. 
Diamond ornaments are often seen; not 
imitation ones, but real ones. These 
are generally in the torrn of buckles 
and perhaps a butterfly or a flower 01 
some heraldic device. Everything goes 
Large vbows of ribbon are set on the in 
step of some, and others 1m e large ro 
settes of Sace, -nith some taucy orna 
ment m the center. 


To match these one must have em 


broidered stockings done in the same 
color and general style. Stockings aie 
not always embroidered or made with 
openwork insets, for some—and these 
are of the most delicate of the light 
color&—aie quite plain, -nith not even 
a silk clock. But others have trailing 
vines, from the middle of the instep 
and teaching up about half way. These 
are done in colored silks and some- 
times with metal along m them. The 
rococo defeigns are in most favor. The 
principal object of the designs seems 
to be to give an extreme slendemess 
to the ankle. The shoes are of kid, 
silk and satin. 


Stocks are made high, and nearly 


all have little tabs in front which ai- 
ford a place for pretty lace boidenng 
The foundation for thet,e is wile mull 
on a loathetbone form, and this is then 
covered with silk or appliques of lace. 
Ribbon, \ehet and, in fact, anything 
desired can be used to make these, the 
edges being trimmed with one of the 
fancy braids now made for the pur- 
pose. These are in white silk, some- 
times alone, sometimes mingled with 
siher or gold or iu cashmere patteiuh. 
Some white braid of silk has the mid- 
dle woven in colors or silver or gold, 
with the metal in the center and the 
Bilk in feather edge - The cashmere 
designs have gold thread woven in, 
making that very beautiful. It is fine, 
the most of the braids being intended 
for this kind of use being very narrow 
and close. There are braids wov«n 
like lace and applique, so beautiful that 
one wonders how a mere machine 
could weave them. There are applica- 
tions of taffetas on silk mull and chif- 
fon with a corded outline, and tbeee 
are superb when applied to velvet or 
any other fine material.

Having no funds with which to 
construct it, they smartly began by at- 
tempting as a preliminary matter to 
tear down a historic and much loved 
fountain in the city of Rio. The mu 
nicipality naturally held up tbe pro 
ceeding. 
The company Instantly dc 


manded "Indemnity" for the interfer 
ence with its yfans. and this demand 
was supported by the warship. Rath 
er than nave serious trouble, the Bra- 
zilian government paid tbe indemnity 
and enriched several Italian adventur 
ers. It goes without saying that the 
railroad was never built 


While the United States, assumes no 


responsibility regarding the debts of 
American republics and should not be 
drawn Into any such responsibility, we 
will do well if we bring about a re^ 
quirement that the debts sought to be 
collected shall be proved or at least 
provable before some accepted arbi 
tr£tor or court of competent jurisdic 
tion. 


The Department of Commerce. 


SThe fact that the commerce commit 


tee has favorably reported to tbe house 
of representatives the bill for the crea 
tion of a federal department of com 
merce gives assurance 'that it will b>? 
passed by the present congress and be- 
come a law. It was passed by the sen- 
ate at the last session and is known to 
have tbe president's approval. 


A number of tbe bureaus which it 


was proposed originally to put into the 
new department have been taken out 
As the bill stands it includes the fol 
lowing: Tke lighthouse board, light 
house service, national bureau of stand- 
ards, coast and geodetic survey, bureau 
of immigration, fish commission, bu 
reau of statistics of the treasury dc 
partment, bureau of commerce of the 
state department, fur seal and salmon 
fisheries, bureau of labor and census 
and three new bureaus — Insurance, 
manufactures and corporations. 


While the duties of the secretary of 


commerce will not be so important and 
varied as those of other departmental 
heads of tbe federal government, he will 
by no means be a superfluous official. 
There are many important matters not 
embraced in the other departments to 
receive his attention, and he will be a 
member upon equal standing with the 
other cabinet officers in the chief ex- 
ecutive's official household. 


Colonel Arthur Lynch, who was said 


to have led a Boer brigade in the South 
African war and who was afterward 
elected to the British parliament, hag 
been indicted on the charge of high 
treason. He himself denies tbe specific 
charge, although he does not deny sym- 
pathy with the Boers. It is not likely, 
however, that he will be compelled tc 
submit to the extreme penalty for trea- 
son. 


The prison step, the short hair cut 


and the striped clothing are to be abol- 
ished m the New Jersey state prison at 
Trenton. This is heralded as an ad- 
vance in penology, and yet there are 
reasons why short hair in a prison may 
be a very good thing for the comfort of 
the prisoners.

The condition of winter wheat 


throughout the winter wheat growing 
section has seldom been as gocxj as it 
is at the present time. 


The high price which turkeys are 


bringing this year will make everybody 
want to raise them next year. At $2 a 
bird they are a very profitable crop. 


Men In the soft corn sections of the 


country who bought four and a half 
cent feeders to cbcsume their soft corn 
will get rid of their corn crop, and that 
is about all. 


. A successful fruit grower recommends 
the plowing of the orchard just before 
winter sets in as the best means of re- 
taining and conserving the melting 
snows and the spring rains. 


wihhed to establish a herd of 


blooded stock, we think we would wait 
a little while before Investing, prices 
for this class of stock being at high 
water mark. We look for a reaction 
inside of two years, when such stock 
will be more easily within reach of the 
average farmer. 


The mineral produces of the United 


States loom up in large figures— gold. 
$78,000,000; silver, $31,000,000; copper, 
$87,000,000; lead, $23,000,000; zinc, $11,- 
000,000; abrasive and chemical mate- 
rials, $38,000',000; clay products and ce- 
ment, $239,000,000; coal, petroleum and 
natural gas, $442,000,000— making n 
grand total of $949,000,000. 


A few days since we traveled through 


a section of the west where scores of 
men were busily engaged in digging 
out and hauling to the barns the shocks 
of corn which were half buried in snow. 
Laying aside the waste connected with 
this process and viewing it simply from 
the standpoint of convenience, surely 
the silo has very inuch to recommend it. 


The canneries of the west are now 


making their contracts for the crop of 
sweet corn for 1903. The price being 
paid is $5 per ton, which makes it a 
very profitable crop to grow. The yield 
in extreme cases is as much as seven 
tons per acre. To this should be added 
one and a half tons of choice fodder 
and the further fact that the crop is in 
no sense exhaustive of the soil. 


A lady who this year raised over 300 


ducks, whose husband kicked a good 
deal because, as he said, the birds ate 
their heads off, made him make out a 
bill for the food consumed and was 
able to pay the bill and have $10 left 
from the sale of the feathers which she 
picked from the ducks before she sold 
them. She then sold the dressed prod- 
uct for $150, no part of which the stin- 
gy old man had the nerve to ask for, or 
would have got if he had asked. 


We have one or two inquiries about 


speltz as a crop. Like other crops, this 
one has its place determined largely by 
the question of latitude and rainfall. 
We do not think that where wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and corn can be suc- 
cessfully grown there is any place for 
it. It is especially fitted for the semi- 
arid sections of the west and north- 
west, where the rainfall averages from 
ten to fifteen Inches. It withstands 
drought and the hot winds better than 
any of our common cereals and pro- 
duces a crop of equal feeding value 
with oats. 


The American tariff on agricultural 


machinery, primarily supposed to pro- 
mote the upbuilding of factories for 
the production of such machinery in 
this covmtry, is having exactly an op- 
posite effect, so far as Canada is con- 
cerned. A vast cereal producing terri- 
tory is being opened up In the Cana- 
dian northwest, creating an enormous 
demand for all kinds of improved 
American farm machinery. 
To hold 


' her own with us Canada imposes a 


dnty of 25 per cent on all machinery 
imported from this country, and nu- 
merous factories are now being built 
In Canada by American capital to pro- 
duce the machinery needed In that 
country. 


The state of Iowa has taken a marked 


step in advance In the matter of work- 
Ing the public highways. Hereafter all 
road taxes are to be <pald In cash. The 
good old times are gone never to re- 
turn when John Smith would turn up 
about $ o'clock a. m. in response to the 
call of the road supervisor, plow n few 
furrows alongside the highway so as to 
dam up the water and spend murh

While it is true ttat your eighty dol- 


lar au acre farm will not, if rented for 
cash, pay you much ia excess of 3 per 
cent, we etill would hang oa to t!ie land 
in preference to belling and investing 
the proceeds in some other fcrin of in- 
vestment. Farm land will neither burn 
up nor bo lugged off and for all time to 
come is bound to be most valuable of 
all assets. 


A very common mistake in thG plant- 


ing cf groves of timber around the 
prairia farm homestead" is to have thj 
belt of timber too narrow and too nea • 
the premises. In such a case it operates 
to catch the drifting MIO\VS and becomes 
almost u nuir,auco. This might be en- 
tirely prevented by planting another 
row or two of trees out away from the 
grove at a distance cf lifteon or twenty 
rods. 


Some of our most successful feeders 


are coming to tho conc.r.slori that a 
steer may be more economically and 
profitably fed by mixing his grain ra- 
tion with his roughage, the claim being 
made with reason that this manner ol 
feeding secures a more thorough and 
perfect mastication aad assimilation of 
the ration. This fact has been brought 
prominently forward by the few men 
who have fed a ration cf silage to their 
beef cattle. 


The wet season of 1902 has given a 


great impetus to drainage schemes of 
all sorts and kinds. Many of the wet 
counties of the west are conducting 
largo drainage enterprises involving 
the expenditure of thousands of dol- 
lars to provide ample ahd permanent 
outlets for tho surplus water of their 
wet areas, while thousands of men are 
preparing to tile large tracts of farm 
lands which such a season as the past 
has rendered entirely unproductive. 


The production of farm aud garden 


crops is being carried 0:1 very success- 
fully in connection with the state Insti- 
tutions of the western states. In the 
state of Iowa extensive additions have 
been made during the past year to tho 
farm lands of nearly all the state insti- 
tutions, it being found that when under 
proper supervision the convicts and a 
very large per cent of the imbeciles can 
thus not only contribute largely to their 
own support, but iu the doing of the 
work are greatly benefited mentally 
and physically. A sight which might 
have been seen last July at one of the 
insane hospitals was a brigade of sev- 
enty-five patients engaged in booing a 
forty acre field of potatoes. The super- 
intendent had told them that if they 
did not hoe for dear life they would not 
have any potatoes for winter use, and 
you should have seen them hoe. They 
had plenty of potatoes. 


The west should take to heart the 


lesson taught by the abandoned farms 
of the cast—that of a wanton waste of 
soil fertility. This evil was not brought 
about in any one year or decade, but 
like Interest on n mortgage or the prog- 
ress of an insidious disease worked cu- 
mulatively and continuously until the 
earth refused to yield her increase. The 
mos^ splendid heritage of the west lies 
not in its landscape scenery, Us water- 
ways or climate, but In tho Inherent 
fertility of Its soil, the impairment of 
Which Is only possible by greedy and 
barbarous 
methods 
of 
agriculture 


which, unfortunately, are too often to 
bo found. Today tho buildings on many 
an eastern farm are worth more than 
the land itself, and any effort for the 
restoration of the fertility of such 
farms is of necessity exceedingly tedi- 
ous and expensive and in many cases 
utterly usolwis. Tho owner of a fertile 
western farm Rhould study no question 
so closely and intelligently us how to 
preserve and maintain this natural fer- 
tility, for, Ilka a man's reputation, It ia 
very bard to restore when once U to Ina-

rule, and under it a very large meas- 
ure of success has been attained. Now 
comes the farm separator, presenting 
some advantages over the old system— 
viz, a grently improved quality of 
gkimmilk lor us>e ou the farm and a 
material saving cf expense in the mat- 
ter of hauling the milk to the cream- 
cry. It thus happens that many dairy- 
men are induced to try the farm sepa- 
rator, with the result that the estab- 
lished order of things is broken up, 
and the success of the creamery jeop 
ardizeu. With the advent of this farm 
separator appear the representatives 
of centrally located butter making es- 
tablishments offering TO buy this farm 
separator cream to be shipped by rail 
anywhere from 100 to 300 miles. Now 
we have a word to say right here. We 
believe it to be wholly agajnst the 
best interests of the farmers to en- 
courage any proposition which will de- 
stroy their successful horns co-opera- 
tive enterprises and that until the time 
comes when it may seem proper for all 
to make at one time a change to the 
new plan they shotfld let the farm 
separator alone where the creamery 
separator plan is in use. An organiza- 
tion in this matter simply means ruin 
to the dairy interests.

FORTY ACHES AXD SIX IS FAMILY. 


A reader of these notes in central 


Illinois wishes to know how his forty 
acre farm may be operated so as to 
support a family of six and pay off a 
small mortgage which there is upon it. 
The laud is level and good and located 
within three and a half miles of a 
thrifty town of 0,000 people. It may 
be said that any of the old methods of 
farming could not be made to accom- 
plish the result desired. 
Something 


new must be tried, and it must be in 
the line of an intensive and diversified 
agriculture. 
There should be on this 


farm six cows of the strictly dairy 
type, capable of producing 325 pounds 
of butter each per year; there should !>e 
not less than 300 heus, Plymouth Bocks 
recommended; there should be a small 
silo with a capacity of seventy or 
eighty tons; there should be two or 
three brood sows well bred. The farm 
should be divided into four fields of 
ten acres each, the boundary lines be- 
ing fruit trees of varieties suited to 
that latitude. 
Ten acres should bo 


kept in pasture, twenty acres in field 
crops, such as corn, potatoes, clover, 
millet, sorghum, oats, peas and alfalfa 
if it will grow. The remaining ten 
acres will include the homestead, ti 
small fruit garden of five acres devoted 
to blackberries, raspberries, strawber- 
ries, currants, and the remaining three 
acres to be devoted to pieplant, aspara- 
gus, celerj-, beans, onions, sweet corn 
and other salable vegetables. 
This 


family of six will find all the work 
they want to do, and more, too, on this 
small tract of laud thus operated. Thus 
conducted there will not be a day in 
the year when some product or other 
of this farm may not be taken to town 
for sale, and if intelligently operated 
upon the foregoing lines, proper atten- 
tion being paid to the items of crop ro- 
tation and continuous and heavy fer- 
tilization of the soil, we would almost 
guarantee a good living for the family, 
an early payment of the mortgage and 
the steady building up of a comforta- 
ble bank account. This not only looks 
good on paper, but it is essentially 
good in practice. 


A FOOLISH OLD BACHELOR. 


This man was an old bachelor, and 


his kind do some mighty foolish things. 
He was sixty years old, owned a quar- 
ter section farm worth §12,000 and was 
free from deo*. The recent land craze 
struck him. He fell into the toils of n 
smooth tongued land agent who gavo 
him a free ride up to the jumping off 
place in British Columbia, where ho 
was Induceu to buy $10,000 worth of 
range land at $8 per acre. Ho gave 
his note for the first payment of $4,000, 
•which his local bank discounted, mid 
loaded himself up with a yearly inter- 
est charge of S600, -while he rented his 
good farm for $500 per annum. As 
he paid as much for his Canada laijd 
as it will probably be worth twenty 
years from now, he has got himself 
Into a nice financial fix. Had he mar- 
ried some bright woman years ago, It 
Is not likely that he would have done 
so foolish a thing. Don't be an old 
bachelor.

Not only novelties like the above, but 


also improved snts in automobiling. are 
now brii:g recorded daily. According 
to a German technical journal. Ludwig 
Maura* has succeeded in solving sev- 
eral problems in relation to the driving 
of motor carriages. His improvement 
relates to the manner of transmitting 
the power from the motor to the driv- 
ing gear, which is done through a fric- 
tion wheel. The flywheel of the motor 
is made to act as a drive wheel by 
flattening one side of it and applying 
a small friction wheel to the surface, 
the latter wheel being carried by a 
shaft geared directly to the rear axle. 


Instead of changing the speed of the 


motor, increase or decrease of speed is 
obtained by sliding the small friction 
wheel back and forth on the shaft. The- 
farther the wheel is removed from the 
center of the disk the faster it revoh os, 
and when the wheel runs clo?o to the 
center steep grades can be negotiated 
with ease. To run the carriage back- 
ward it is only necessary to throw the 
friction wheel past the center of the 
disk, thus reversing the direction of the 
driving shaft. As the motor is always- 
used at its fullest capacity, without ref- 
erence to change of spoed of the car 
riage or grades to he ascended, the in- 
ventor claims results with a four horse 
motor equaling other six and eight 
horse power machines. 


Backing plates to prevent halation is 


a very commendable operation, but if 
the plates are subjected to a strong 
light during that operation and become 
fogged the process ceases to be effec- 
tual, says a writer in the Brooklyn 
Eagle. 
In fact, much better resuhs 


would be obtained if the plates were 
not touched at all. Tho platemakers 
have been blamed for a good many 
failures caused from fogging plntos by 
usii:g too strong a light while applying 
the backing. 
Especially is this true 


with orthochromatino plates, which 
are extremely sensitive to the dark 
room light. It is uot an uncommon 
thing for the amateur to hold a color 
sensitive plate directly against a strong 
developing light to see if the backing 
Is on right. Of course such carelessness 
is fatal, for the plate will be fogged 
every time unless it is a very slow one. 


In backing plates, especially ortho- 


chromatine plates, a very subdued 
light must be used; the plates must be 
kept at a safe distance from the light 
and also shaded from the direct rays. 
Tho greatest care must likewise be 
taken tha,t the plate Is not touched 
with the greasy fingers. Unless these 
precautions are taken backing plates 
Is of no value whatever. 


Many streaks or spots in negatives 


come from uneven development caused 
by not flowing the developer evenly 
over the plate, thus causing portions 
of the Image to come up before other 
portions are touched by the developer. 
This fault comes from using too little 
developer or from not applying It to 
the plate properly. The best method 
is to- put the plate in the empty trny 
rnd then pour tho developer over tt 
from a graduate. A more even How IH 
secured if the solution Is poured from 
the glde of the graduate opposite the 
tpout. 
After applying the developer 


tho tray should bo well rocked for a 
few moments. 


In developing ovorcxposure* a pinch 


of salt will act as a retnrdcr where bro- 
mide of potassium is not at hand. A 
little salt will off en save a good many 
pin tea for the tourist, who often docn 
his developing under difficulties and 
does not have at hand all the chemical* 
that are oe«4«d.

Laziness as a Disease. 


Is laziness a germinal disease and to 


there an jintitoxin fcr its eradication? 
So it would appear from the statement 
of Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles, the zoolo- 
gist of the public health and marine 
hospit.il service of the United States, 
made at the recent sanitary conference 
of American republics held at Wash- 
ington. He declared that laziness—and 
especially a peculiar form of laziness to 
be found In certain sections of tht 
southern states—is a disease the germ 
of which, he says, he has discovered 
Dr. Stiles states that this disease is in 
large measure responsible for the "poor 
white" districts of the south and indi- 
rectly responsible for the conditions 
which have resulted in the crusade 
against child labor in the southern cot- 
ton mills. The presence of the disease 
in the south has in the last ten years 
resulted in the inferior physical devel- 
opment and mental power of persons 
affected by It arid is the real cause of 
the "cracker's" proverbial laziness. The 
crusade against child labor in factories, 
at the south was due indirectly to the 
general pressure of this disease, and he 
states that children from the rural dis- 
tricts after working in the mills be- 
come generally greatly improved by 
reason of the irnpnned sanitary condi- 
tions in the cities and the better facili- 
ties for the cure of the disease. 


The name of the disease is unciuari- 


asis. It produces a condition the symp- 
toms of which are not unlike those of 
continued malaria. 
According to Dr. 


Stiles, the disease has been diagnosed 
and Is susceptible of cure The trouble, 
says he, is to identify it and to pre- 
scribe the proper remedies.

Dr. Stiles' investigations and findings 


furnish an interesting contribution to 
the recent discoveries respecting health 
and sanitation, and it is to be hoped 
that information concerning the mal- 
ady will be spread broadcast through- 
out sections of the world in which the 
disease is common. If Dr. Stiles can 
cure laziness, he will be regarded as a 
public benefactor.

The wLoL» his 
tory of Japan could be read from fans 
if enough of them were put together, 
and every political e\ e-nt of importance 
is pictured on these airy trilles. There 
are different fans for every conceiva 
Lie occasion. 
Even dolls have their 


own faiis. and children have thcira. 
The geifcha girls ha\e a particular LlnO 
of fan, and jugglers, too, use one with 
appropriate decorations. There is a 
fan used only at the solemn tea least 
and a war fan of iron, covered with 
lacquer. Generals ha\e silk fans, with 
iron sticks, and there is a dangerous 
dagger fan. The bamboo water fan is 
dipped In water frequently while be- 
ing used to make the air cooler. The 
ancient court fans of Japan were fold- 
lug fans of wood, decorated with silk 
artificial flowers, and each noble fam- 
ily bad its own Sower, that no one else 
dared use. Color, shape and decora- 
tion of the Japanese fan all have tnelr 
meaning, the flowers and birds their 
symbolism. Thus to give a fan with a 
flight of white storks upon it is to wish 
long life, while a cobweb design is for 
mourning. 


The 'Way People Sit. 


It is one thing to have a chair and 


another to know how to sit on it. The 
ideal of a graceful sitting posture has 
varied in the different ages of the 
world. The Egyptians sat bolt upright, 
the knees and feet closely pressed to- 
gether.

In 
that way the shortcomings of one par- 
ent are counteracted by the other. For 
my use I want a boar that is rather 
chunky and compact. He must be mas- 
culine in appearance, must be a good 
individual and have a good pedigree. 
For summer.feed nothing Is better than 
a clover pasture, adding a little grain 
in the feed lot once a day. 


If clover is not available, I use sweet 


corn fodder as a main crop, and rye, 
oats and peas for green feed, before 
the corn is large enough. I have never 
used rape, but I think that I will try 
it next year. For succulent feed dur- 
ing the winter I use small potatoes and 
think they are worth 8 to 10 cents per 
bushel for this purpose. 
I always 


cook them and add a little bran or 
other ground feed. In addition to po- 
tatoes I use mangels, sugar beets, tur- 
nips, carrots and cabbages that are un- 
salable. I begin with turnips, as they 
are usually available first then follow 
with carrots and mangels, as these 
roots keep better than any of the oth- 
ers. I occanionally give my pigs clover 
hay during the winter. They cat it 
quite readily, and it seems to be a val- 
uable food. 


Many people <Io not consider it ab- 


solutely necessary to have green feed 
for hogs during the winter, but I be- 
lieve it is very essential. I can keep 
my breeding animals more contented 
than when only dry feed is used. They 
eat a greater volume and seem to be 
satisfied as long as their stomachs are 
full. On grain alone they never seem 
to get enough, and if they do, they get 
too fat for best results in breeding. 


For grain feed I am using peas and 


oats, one part, to rye one part, ground 
together. This mixture contains too 
much protein to make a good ration 
alone, and I usually mix It "with a lit- 
tle cornmeal. 
When I have to buy 


feed, I choose bran, ship stuff, shorts 
and oilmeal, using my corn to balance 
the ration. For young pigs three and 
a half or four months old I use the 
shorts, as the bran is too harsh, and 
they do not seem to do well on It. tf 
you have good animals, do not keep 
them too fat. 
They may look better, 


but fat sows never have large litters, 
nor do those that are too thin. 


The new German protein feed meett- 


with increasing demand among the cat- 
tle feeders of that country. It is made 
of dried blood, slaughter house waste 
and ground grain hulls into a com- 
pound cake that furnishes a fattening 
food for all meat making animals and 
also keeps horses most economically. 
Repeated tests have bean made on ar- 
my horses and on various farms in the 
making of meats, and in each case good 
results have been' obtained. The stuff 
is dubbed "blut kraftfutter," or blood 
strength fodder, and the formula so far 
divulged calls for the use of steam 
dried blood, certain kinds of meat 
scraps prepared under scientific con- 
trol, hulls of grain finely ground, husks 
of peanuts, the inner lining of the pea- 
nut shells and molasses. The mass is 
pressed into cakes. The value of flesh 
food for poultry and hogs has long been 
recognized in this country, and there 
may be some disposition to experiment 
with a mixture which German feeders 
use with satisfaction. But on account 
of the abundance of fodder, eilage and 
mill byproducts in America a compound 
involving so much cost and labor Is 
likely to prove useful only to a very 
limited extent.—American Cultivator. 


Feeding Root*. 


For cattle and sheep it is better to 


feed turnips in early winter and save 
mangels until later, as the latter are 
better keepers and arc supposed by 
many to improve in feeding value as 
the season advances, says a correspond- 
ent of American Agriculturist. But for 
cows giving milk It is well to rely on 
the mangels all the time, as turnips are 
apt to flavor the milk. However, some 
claim that feeding immediately after 
the milking hour prevents any distaste- 
ful results. Sixty to ninety pounds of 
turnips can be profitably fed each day 
to a large, fattening bullock. The ma- 
jority of farmers feed all roots whole 
to mature cattle, but pulp them for 
cnlves and yearlings and frequently 
mix the ground roots with chaff or cut 
hay. 


The Caj«*T» Plant For Stock. 
Reports from southern experiment 


stations and other southerly points 
where feeding on the cassava plant has 
now reached well into the experimen- 
tal stage show results in cattle and 
swino feeding that are sensational, not 
to say startling. Enough has already 
developed to show that this richly nu- 
tritious Japanese root, which nourishes 
In southern soils, is destined to revolu- 
tionize cattle nnd swine feeding in this 
country.

BLACK_SHEEP. i 


T»«lr Wa«4 U Especially ValMbt*. 


Flock «f Mr. John JS. Wine. 


It's a common saying that there's e 


black sheep in every flock, and in a fig- 
urative sense no doubt this assertion is 
true. That there are flocks of sneep en- 
tirely composed of black individuals 
may not be generally known, says W. 
J. Clarke in Wool Markets* and Sheep. 
One of the most valuable, if not the 
most valuable, is that which was 
left by the late Hon. Allen of Braeslde, 
Queensland. Australia. This flock is 
composed entirely of Merinos and was 
established more than twenty years 
ago by the deceased gentleman and 
numbers 625 ewes and twenty-five 
rams. It is said that there is in our 
own country a flock of black Slirop- 
shires, bat as we have no data at hand 
concerning this flock we offer no com- 
ment thereon other than that of sayinqj 
that cases where Shropshlres produce 
black lambs must be extremely rare, 
except it be in the case of poorly bred 
flocks, for in our experience of years 
of handling large flocks of this breed, 
both on their native heath and in thia 
country, we have never yet had an ewe 
bring forth a black lamb. Further- 
more, we would not care to invest in a 
ram from a flock that we knew had 
produced one. It is said that the im- 
mortal Bakewell kept a black ram for 
use in his work of improving the 
Leicester. We have reasons for be- 
lieving rather than doubting this con- 
tention. In Quebec the common stock 
of the country appears to all iuteats 
and purposes to be of the pure Leicester 
blood, and no doubt it is, as the founda- 
tion of that stock is said to be from an 
early importation of that breed, l.vj 
Socks are very uniform in type, but ore 
thing wliich drew our attention while 
there was the large number of black 
individuals found in every flock. In 
Quite a number of cases 23 per cent of 
the .flock was made up of black sheep. 
In one case we noticed that no less 
than 90 per cent were black or of a 
very dark gray color. Whether or not 
they had been selected and bred with 
a view of establishing a flock of black 
sheep we could not learn. 
, 


The only black flock coming under 


our notice that has been bred with a 
view of establishing a pure bred flock 
of black skeep is that of Mr. John B. 
Wing, Millbrook, W. Y. While in this 
flock there are individuals that are as" 
black as the ace of spades, there are 
others that are not black on the sur- 
face, but rather of a very dark gray. 
It should be mentioned, however, thai 
the under color of the fleece is almost 
perfectly black. -Mr. Wing is to be com- 
plimented on the progress he has made 
in regard to the establishment of his 
flock, and there is but little doubt tha 
he will in the course of a few years be 
the owner of a very valuable flock not 
only from a curio poirjt of view, but for 
theieason that black wool is worth con- 
siderably more than the ordinary white 
fleece. This value accrues from the 
great demand for that class of wool in 
Great Britain and certain countries of 
continental Europe, where it is used in 
the manufacture of gowns for certain 
religious orders, which by their vows 
are compelled to use undyed woolen 
clothing.

Mobility of Ether. 


Physicists have concluded that the 


earth in its motion does not drag tbe 
ether along with it, and thus each body 
on the earth's surface, in virtue Of its 
motion with the earth, is traversed by 
a stream of ether. The question thus 
arises, Does light travel through such 
a body with the same speed along the 
stream of ether as it does against it or 
across it? The experiments of Michel- 
son and Morley in America lead to an 
affirmative answer as regards air. 
Lord Jlayleigh in England has obtained 
the same answer as to liquids and is 
now engaged on a research in respect 
to the corresponding phenomena relat- 
ing to solids.

THB TOETUEE OF "CALIFORNIA PAN" EYAS 
Yaquis desired his death more than 
that of any other man excepting Gen- 
eral Lorenzo Torres. 


Last month General Luis Torres re- 


ceived from bis brother Lorenzo n tel- 
egram asking for scouta. The dispatch 
was regarded as urgent, and "California 
Dan" and George W. Wilson, another 
American, were sent to join Lorenzo at 
Bacum. 


When the scouts had made a turn in 


the road that hid them from the escort, 
they were set upon suddenly-by a band 
of Yaquis, and before they could utter 
a cry they were beaten over their heads 
by clubs in the hands of the Yaquis 
until they were unconscious. 


After being gagged and bound to their 


horses they were taken by their captors 
to the Yaqui camp at Ontejuato, where 
they were tried by the Yaqui council of 
war. 


"California Dan" was condemned to 


death. Wilson was acquitted iu order 
that he might tell the Mexicans what 
had happened to "California Dan." Wil- 
son was warned to leave Mexico. 


At the execution grounds, in the pres- 


ence of Wilson, the Yaquis with <lut! 
saws cut off the feet of "California 
Dan" just above the ankles. 


After this they unbound lilm and told 


him to go back to Lorenzo Torres for 
duty. 


By goading him they compelled him 


to walk beyond the Intrenchments of 
Onlejuato. 


In the bush, about 100 yards beyond 


the intrenchnients, he fell and expired 
in great agony. 


Next morning the Yaquis took the 


body of "California Dan" and bore it to 
the roadside. There they suspended il 
by the neck from a tree.
